OBITUARY. 


Ir is with sincere sorrow that we record the de- 
cease, since the issue of our last number, of two 
gentlemen well and most creditably known to the 
trade, not only of this city, but of the country at 
large. We refer to Mr. Jesper Harpine and Mr. 
Moses Tuomas. 





The decease of Mr. Harptne took place on the 
2ist ult. He was born in the old District of| 
Southwark, Philadelphia, in 1799. He learned | 
the printing business in the office of the “ United | 
States Gazette.” About the time he reached his | 
majority he went into business on his own account, | 
and in 1829 he commenced the publication of the | 
“Pennsylvania Inquirer,” of which he continued | 
to be the publisher until 1860. In 1835 he began | 
the publication of family and pulpit Bibles in this | 
city, a business which subsequently became quite | 
extensive in his hands. He was at one time} 
largely engaged in the manufacturing of paper at | 
Trenton, New Jersey. In these various connections | 
he spent an active business life extending over 
nearly half a century, and made a wide circle of 
friends, many of whom remain to mourn his loss | 
as a kind-hearted and amiable gentleman. Since | 
1862, and until the time of his death, he was Col- | 
lector of the Internal Revenue for the First District | 
of Pennsylvania.

Mr. Harding, we do not hesi-| 


tate to say, published more Bibles, and did more 
to distribute and popularize that good book, than | 
any man that has ever lived. He issued Bibles, in | 
many cases, better and cheaper than the Bible So- 
ciety, and there are now hundreds of thousands of 
families throughout America who possess as their 
great household treasure “‘ Harding’s Quarto Bible.” 


He always felt a just pride in his Bible business, 
and seemed to follow it quite as much to do good 
as to secure a profit. In the prosecution of the 
business, he was ably assisted for the past twenty 
_years by Mr. A. J. Holman, a gentleman who has 
the confidence of the trade, and who, we are glad 
to hear, continues the management of the business. 


Mr. Tuomas began his career as a publisher in 
this city more than half a century ago. He died at 
his residence in West Walnut Street on the morning 
of the 25th ult., after a long and painful illness, at 
the advanced age of seventy-nine years. He was 
born in this city, of Quaker parentage, March 12, 
1787, and at an early age entered the publishing 
house of Bradford & Inskeep. In the fall of 1812 he 
commenced the business of publishing and book- 
selling at the corner of Chestnut Street and Hud- 
son’s Alley, between Third and Fourth Streets. Pur- 
chasing the periodical entitled “‘ Select Reviews,” 
he changed its name to that of the “Analectic 
Magazine,” and persuaded Washington Irving to 
become its editor. This was the beginning of a 
friendship which lasted undiminished until the 
death of Mr. Irving, although we believe the last 
time they met, and then after an interval of nearly 
thirty years, was at the Booksellers’ Festival which 
took place at the New York Crystal Palace, Septem- 
ber, 1855. The following extract from a letter from 
Mr. Pierre M. Irving, the biographer of his distin- 
gnished uncle, addressed to the writer of this feeble 
tribute in May, 1863, will show in what estimation 
Mr. Thomas was held by his early friend : “I thank 
you sincerely for the extracts from the letters from 
Mr. Irving to Mr. Moses Thomas, of whom he never 
spoke or wrote but in the most kindly terms. I well 
remember with what eager pleasure he called me to 
chim at the Booksellers’ Festival, to introduce me to 
his old friend, whom I then saw for the first and 





only time.” As the extracts above referred to have 








never appeared in print, we will here give one froma 
letter dated Liverpool, March 3, 1818, a short time 
after Mr. Irving’s commercial misfortunes: “I no- 
tice what you say on the subject of getting up an 
original work, but I am very squeamish on that 
point. Whatever my literary reputation may be 
worth, it is very dear to me, and I cannot bring 
myself to risk it by making up books for mere profit. 
I am fully persuaded that I could easily hurry up 
works for the market that would be salable; but 
I'd rather labor with my hands, and live on a crust, 
than make thousands by such means. I am getting 
myself into habits of study and literary life, from 
which I have been long drawn away by worldly 
care and troubles. The arrangement I made with 
you was to enable me for a while to live quietly in 
this way, until I should get my mind in order and 
put myself in proper habits and occupations. * * 
I am at present studying German as one of my 
modes of killing time and exercising my mind; it 
may be of value to me in literary life.” “The ar- 
rangement” he mentions was the forwarding from 
England to Mr. Thomas of the best new works for 
republication in this country, at an annual stipend 
of one thousand dollars; it lasted but for one year. 
Mr. Thomas published the first American edition 
of the Waverley Novels, bringing out “Rob Roy,” 
through Irving’s exertions, contemporaneously with 
its publication in Edinburgh. We believe he also 
published the first American edition of Byron’s 
“English Bards and Scotch Reviewers.”’ 

In 1828 Mr. Thomas gave up the bookselling 
business, and became an auctioneer; it is in this 
capacity that he was best known to our citizens. 
First at No. 87 Chestnut Street, then in Walnut 
above Third, and lastly in the spacious building 
erected for the purpose in South Fourth Street, he 
held the position of the first auctioneer in the 
country. Of late years he devoted his energies 
entirely to the real estate department, while other 
members of the firm attended to the books and fur- 
niture. The semi-annua! Book Trade Sales, which 
were inaugurated by Henry C. Carey, Esq., in 1824, 
have for a number of years been held by this lead- 
ing firm. 

Mr. Thomas was a remarkably well-read man, 
and a delightful conversationalist, always having a 
fund of anecdote and humor at his command, and 
on no subject was he more happy than when talking 
over his early publishing experiences, and the many 
warm friends he brought around him at that time. 

Mr. Thomas was an intimate personal friend of 
Lieut.-Gen. Scott, after whom his eldest son, now 
deceased, was named. He was buried at Laurel 
Hill on the 28th ult., and leaves a son and two 
daughters to mourn his loss.

Paris, July 7, 1865 

Ov7 with your ferule—here are both my hands; 
spend your ire at once, for I know you have counted 
the sheets and have lost all patience with me for 
sending so long a letter. You are breathless. I 
haven’t anothertear left. Well, the storm being over, 
I will confess that, although I knew you would be 
angry (and to raise your anger gives me concern), 
I could not resist the temptation of sending you M. 
Sainte-Beuve’s chapter of autobiography, entitled 
“My Secretaries,”’ for it is an interesting picture of 
literary life here: — 

“‘T have had a moral debt due this many a year, 
and I would not longer postpone its payment. 
The contemporary press, which busies itself about 
so many things, and its correspondence, which is 
not afraid to descend to the smallest, have some- 
times spoken of my secretaries and of the service 
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they aretome. Iam far from denying the services, | 
but I smile when I hear my secretaries spoken of, 
as if I had several atthesame time. It wasa great | 
piece of luxury to have one, in the modest condition | 
in which I live, and I was early led to indulge in it | 
only by a weakness of sight and a sort of tender- | 
ness of organs which soon tired and drove me to 
use those of another. Above five-and-twenty years | 
ago, considering how long evenings are, and that | 
the greatest difficulty for a man who lives alone* | 
is to know how to pass away his evenings, I said to’ 
myself there was no more agreeable or surer manner 


of doing so than habit and the company of a good 
book. But as my eyes refused to read for any | 
length of time, especially at these last hours of day, | 


it became necessary for me to think of procuring a 


good reader.

“T now come to names with which the public are 
familiar. One of my last readers, before February, 
1848, was my friend, the poet, ‘Lacaussade.

These prelec- 
tions made him a literary man, properly speaking ;

“T had, almost immediately after him, for secre- 
tary, a man who was then very young, and whose 
now well-known name alone is praise.

| umes are necessarily lost, or worn out, or destroyed. 
| How can the great public, that which is renewed 
constantly, and which will be to-morrow as it is to- 
day—how can the great public unite them and lay 
hands on them? It is not in this form that works 
live and are preserved from loss. Would we have 
had the ‘ Historical and Critical Dictionary,’ Bayle’s

The book was 
printed for private circulation; its success was so 
great the family felt warranted in publishing it. 
This Callet thereupon brought suit to recover 
copyright ; his conduct is justly looked upon as 
disreputable. A Belgian publication, which M. 
Valette, one of our publishers and booksellers, 
placed in his window, has led to a sentence of three 
months’ imprisonment, 300f. fine and costs. The 
imprisonment is rarely enforced in these cases ; it 
is kept in terrerem over the offender, and, if he 
offends the government, it is exacted. The pam- 
phlet which led to these disagreeable consequences 
was entitled “The Clergy in the Pillory.” 

M. Mary Lafon published some time since in “Le 
Journal Pour Tous” a novel entitled “ La Boite d’Or,”’ 
in which he depicted the sanguinary scenes which 
followed the second Restoration. In one of the | 
chapters of this work he introduced the widow and | 
daughter of Plaignier. This unhappy man had | 
been designated by the police as one of the chief 
conspirators in a Bonapartist plot, which was con- | 
ceived and organized by the police themselves. A| 
police agent, whom Fouché had disgraced, wishing | 
to re-enter into the favor of the government, could. 
conceive no better mode of ingratiating himself 
with it than by foisting himself into a society where | 
he met Plaignier, Carbonneau, and Tolleron. Here 
he proposed to blow up the Palace of the Tuileries | 
with powder; it was indignantly rejected. He de- 
clared to the police that such was their scheme, 
and they were arrested, tried, and executed, 
although (no doubt is possible on this subject) 
they were innocent. M. Mary Lafon drew this 
mournful history, and called upon his imagination 
to trace the fate of the widow and daughter de- 
prived of their natural defender. It represented 
them steeped to the lips in poverty. The daughter 
was seventeen, and, despite her wan features and 
sordid attire, still beautiful. While literally dying 
of hunger a wealthy libertine makes his appearance, 
and promises to take them under his protection if 
the daughter denies him nothing. He gives them 
time for reflection, and retires, saying he will return 
the ensuing day. The daughter declares she will 
sooner die than accept these terms. ‘“‘ Her mother,” 
I quote the words which led to the suit, “ vanquished 
by misery, mournfully shook her head. It was 
evident that she would have yielded her consent, 
and that love of life struggied angrily against her 
daughter’s sentiment of honor and energetic reso- 
lution.” The next day came. A knack was heard 
at the door. The daughter screamed! The mother 
opened the door—instead of the libertine, the visitor 
was a wealthy lady who came to raise them above 
poverty. As nearly fifty years have passed away 
since this mournful incident occurred, M. Mary 
Lafon naturally supposed that none of the persons 
he portrayed in his novel were alive. He was mis- 
taken. This very daughter still lives—Mme. De- 
lustin, a widow and a mother, and is employed in 
M. Nadar’s photographic establishment. She was 
six years old when her father was judicially assas- 
sinated. While the novelist drew her character 
with great dignity, he altered historical truth and 
calumniated’ her mother. M. Mary Lafon offered 
to make every reparation in his power, but she 
thought it due to her mother to solicit justice’s 
solemn decree. She did not ask damages. The 
court ordered the passages relating to Plaignier’s 
family to be suppressed, and the judgment to be 
inserted at the head of “ Le Journal Pour Tous,” in 
which the story appeared. 

M. Thiers has often been instanced as an example 
of good fortune. Although he has written some forty 








volumes of history, aud touched upon almost every 
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conspicuous name of the long period which lies 
between 1789 and 1815, nobody has brought suit 


; against him. This remark can no longer be made. 
| In the 17th volume of his “ History of the Empire,” 


he attributes the honor of the action at Rheims on 
the 12th March, 1814, toGen. P. de Ségur. Count de 
Moynier, the son of Gen. Moynier, pretends this 
honor is due to his father, and he brings suit to 
establish his claim. The cause has not yet been 
tried. Since M. Thiers’ name is flowing from my 
pen, let me repeat to you an anecdote I recently 
heard, and which places in a striking light his 
wonderful talents for narration. One evening on 
which M. Thiers received company at his house (a 
veritable bastide of Marseilles) in the Place St. 
Georges, the Swedish ambassador, Count de Lowen- 
stein, told the assembled company the particulars 
of the assassination of Charles III. He was present 
at that bloody scene which furnished M. Scribe the 
incident on which he built Gustave III. and Bertrand 


)et Raton, and gave M. Verdi the “book” of his 


“Ballo in Maschera.” During this narrative M. 
Thiers said nothing; but when Count de Lowen- 
stein ended his story, the host remarked : “ Capitally 
told, my dear count, and every assertion you 
have made is strictly true; nevertheless. you have 
forgotten some important particulars.” The Count 
exclaimed, “I have forgotten some particulars ?’’ 
M. Thiers smiled, and began to tell the history. 
He rejuvenated it, and mentioned new, curious, and 
omitted particulars. The circle were astonished 
and delighted, and Count de Lowenstein said: 
“You are right; that is the true history. I had 
forgotten it, I confess, dear Minister; twas you who 
saw Charles III. assassinated, not I!” 

It was said that M. Edmond About had broken 
with “L’Opinion Nationale” in consequence of the 
editor’s refusal to publish an article jeering the de- 
coration given to Mile. Rosa Bonheur. This was a 
mistake. The true reason he gives is as follows: “If 
by accident any of our readers perceived my silence, 
I cordially thank him, and make him here my 
most humble excuses. A newspaper writer has no 
claim to six months’ vacation, like senators and de- 
puties, nor even to two, like judges, lawyers, pro- 
fessors, and pupils. The very name of our profes- 
sion, journalist, sufficiently indicates that we must 
always be ready, and work every day. Weare like 
bakers, the slaves of a daily necessity: bread is 
not more indispensable to the life of civilized men 
than inked paper. But though one be a newspaper 
writer, he is none the less a man subject to all of 
life’s vicissitudes, happiness included. If violent 
emotions do not paralyze the baker’s arm, they do 
somewhat disturb the writer’s brain. I think it is 
better to appear empty-handed than to offer the 
public the lucubrations of a troubled brain. Is it 
not better to say nothing than to utter nonsense ? 
I knew a writer who rose early in the morning the 
day after he was married, and who wrote all day 
long until evening.* It was absolutely necessary. 
The newspaper or review reckoned absolutely upon 
him. It said to him that he alone was able to save 
a publication in very infirm health. As may readily 
be believed, he saved nothing at all, and very pro- 
bably what he wrote that day had not a grain of 
common sense init. Let a man exert himself as 
he may, he cannot draw from his mind aught but 
what is in it. Now it sometimes happens that a 
sentiment or an idea so invades our mind as to 
drive everything else out of it. Happiness is like 
a king who condescends to enter a poor man’s house 
—there is room for nobody but him. So this happy,

One alone was enough for the grasp of 
cotemporaneous history: the debt due the memory 
of the other was entailed upon posterity, and now, 
after the lapse of nearly a century, it has been paid— 
faithfully paid so far as the means available, after 
such lapse of time, will allow. We needed not the 
author’s profession that his long labor in the prepa- 
ration of this volume was a labor of love. We 
know not what else could have sustained his perse- 
verance these many years, in exhuming buried and 
forgotten materials, and prospecting every locality 
which might seem capable of a yield of facts. We 
know of no inspiration short of that of the con- 
amore one which could have enabled him to give 
to this exhumed material so attractive a form. 

“If the author will permit, or even without his 
permission, we are disposed to hold this up as The 
Book of Three Brainerds. The history of John is 
too deeply interwoven with that of David to allow 
of its perusal without giving the reader, at the same 

‘time, a pretty fair outline of the character and 

labors of the other. John, the hero of the history, 

is there of course. And then the Thomas Brainerd 
who is now of us—when did he ever write a page 
which did not reflect himself? Not that there is 
anything self-obtrusive in the composition; but 
that style, soepigrammatic, so genial, so sure to keep 
the reader and himself in the best of humor with 
each other, is unavoidable of recognition. He 
could not, if he would, suppress his individuality,

Bioc RAPHY.—Messrs. Macmillan, the publishers at 
Cambridge (England), have nearly ready a “ Brief 
Biographical Dictionary,” stating the names, pro- 
fessions, works, and dates of birth and death of all 
persons, in all ages, about whom any one would 
wish to be informed, at a glance. 

Davin Gray.—This young Scottish poet, who died 
too soon, and whose writings are now almost as well 
known in this country as in his own, has had an 
obelisk of white granite placed over his grave in the 
burying-ground of Merkland, Kirkintellsch. Lord 
Houghton wrote the inscription, recording that the 
poet died in his twenty-fourth year. 

Ostrcary.—The death of Professor W. E. Aytoun, 
son-in-law of “Christopher North,” and long a lead- 
ing contributor to ‘ Blackwood’s Edinburgh Maga- 
zine,” is reported as having taken place, in the 
north of Scotland, on August 4. Commencing his 
authorship by writing for “‘ Tait’s Magazine,” he soon 
found his way into the less liberal pages of “ Black- 
wood.” At the age of thirty-two he was appointed 
Professor of Rhetoric and Belles-Lettres in the Uni- 
versity of Edinburgh, and was made Sheriff and 
Vice-Admiral of Orkney (a valuable office, almost a 
sinecure), holding both appointments when he died. 
He wrote many of the parodies called “ Bon Gual- 
tier’s Ballads,” but his best work, which has gone 
into a twentieth edition, is “Lays of the Scottish 
Cavaliers.” He also wrote “ Firmilian, a Spasmodic 
Tragedy,” intended to burlesque Alexander Smith’s 
“Life Drama ;” “ Bothwell,” a poem; a “Life of 
Richard Cceur de Lion;” and a very indifferent 
novel, called “ Norman Sinclair.” Perhaps his mis- 
cellaneous prose articles in “ Blackwood” were his 
best, as well as his least labored, productions. 

Ancio-Roman History.—Mr. G. B. Airy, Astrono- 
mer Royal of England, has collected and printed for 
private distribution a volume of “ Essays on the 
Invasion of Britain by Julius Cesar; the Invasion 
of Britain by Plautius, and by Claudius Cesar; the 
Early Military Policy of the Romans in Britain; the 
Battle of Hastings. With Correspondence.” The 
book, in 4to., is illustrated by maps and charts. 
Mr. Airy believes that Czsar’s point of departure 
trem France was so far from Calais as the mouth of 
the Somme, and the place of landing so far from 
Deal as Pevensey Bay. 

Srreet Mosic.—Rossini, the great composer, has 
just published a declaration that he considers the 
appropriation of his melodies by the street organs 
a thing to be proud of. “ Will it grind?” has long 
been the test question of a new air.

POETRY. 

Our Heroic Themes: a Poem read before the Phi 
Beta Kappa Society of Harvard University, July 
20,1865. By George H. Boker. pp. 20. Boston: 
Ticknor & Fields. 

War is, in itself, a sore affliction, and hence there 
is the less excuse for swelling its horrors by abomi- 
nable “ poetry.”’ Within the last four years we 


have seen, and even heard others praise metrical | 


compositions of jubilation or lament, the very pe- 
rusal of which was, to us, enough to embitter a 


victory or aggravate a defeat. This may be, and is | 


doubtless due to our taste, or rather to our want of 
that delicate article, but surely, while we respect 
patriotism in the ordinary forms of its manifesta- 
tions, we are not bound, when we see it tricked out 
in beads, bells, feathers, and such like, to accept it 
as a Muse. There are, of course, some among us 
who have caught the passing sentiment and em- 
bodied it in welcome strains. It would, indeed, be 
a disgrace to our intellectual cultivation if the 
mighty events through which we were passing were 
incapable of evoking song from our poets. Among 
those, some of whose war lyrics are likely to abide 
in our literature, is Mr. George H. Boker, of this city, 
and his merit is especially evident in his Phi Beta 

Kappa poem. It is entirely creditable to its author, 

and worthy of the audience and occasion. Full o 

quiet, dignified, and sustained beauty, it is free from 

the vicious straining after sensational impressive- 
ness and the production of merely verbal effects, 
which render so much of our modern poetry disgust- 
ingly contorted or affectedly pretty, and remind us 
constantly either of the school of Firmilian or of 
the great master of Namby Pamby. No one can 
read it without finding himself at times stirred by 
an emotion due only to the influence of a fine poetic 
spirit, clothed in graceful yet arousing language. 

The lines are rhythmical, the epithets appropriate, 

the versification accurate, and as a review of a fin- 

ished war, and a laud tothe glory of its living and 

the memory of its departed heroes, we regard it as 

unsurpassed by anything that has yet appeared.

Memoirs of the Life of William Shakspeare, with an 
Essay toward the Expression of his Genius, and an 
Account of the Rise and Progress of the English 
Drama. By Richard Grant White. pp. 425. 
Boston: Little, Brown & Co. 

This volume contains, first, a memoir of Shak- 

Speare; second, an essay on his genius; and third, 


some account of the English drama to the time of | 


Shakspeare. “It is not intended for lovers of de- 
sultory gossip on the one hand, or for antiqua- 
ries and Shakspearian scholars on the other.” The 
work must be judged by the purpose for which it 
has been produced, and hence the learned Shak- 
spearian, familiar with the dull life of Halliwell and 
the prolix and ill-written account of the English 
drama by Malone, will here find nothing with which 
he is not already familiar. 
wishes to acquire the little that is known of Shak- | 
speare’s life, and the much that is preserved of the | 
history of the early drama, will here find his needs | 
fully supplied, and supplied in a manner and style 
at once to arrest his attention and continue his in- 
terest. The view taken by Mr. White of Shak- 
Speare’s relations to Anne Hathaway will not be 
acquiesced in by all his readers, and the view itself 
is evidently painful to its author, and is reached 
only by an analysis of the evidence carefully pre- 
sented. It is unquestionably an obscure passage in 








| the bard’s early life, and perhaps time may give us 
| further and better knowledge. The“ Essay toward

| Oliver Cromwell. He was born in Bengal in 1716, 

educated in affluence, and appointed by George II. 
| collector of the port of Boston when that city con- 
| tained 16,000 inhabitants, nearly one-tenth of whom 
| are stated by our author to have been negroes. He 
| won the affections of a poor but beautiful serving- 
| girl at Marblehead, named Agnes Surriage, educated 
| her, took her to his home, and they cohabited toge- 

ther. She accompanied him to England, journeyed 
| with him through Europe, reaching Lisbon, where 
_ he was overwhelmed in the great earthquake, from 

the ruins of which he was saved by Agnes, whom 
he then married. Some of these facts furnish the 
foundation for Oliver Wendell Holmes’ ballad of

During the periods*both of French and of English 
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dominion in Canada there appeared many publica- | 
tions chiefly in the form of travels, or memoirs, 

touching that country, yet we cannot now call to 

mind a single comprehensive and professedly his- | 
torical work, except the present, which the reader | 
ean place in his library, as containing all of the | 
early and modern information to which we may at | 
any time wish to have access. The author has 
drawn his information from an extended examina- 
tion of all the materials of the subject, and this, 
his third edition, has been improved by the use of 
the official correspondence of the French Governors 
with the Home Government, commencing with the 
foundation of Quebec and ending with the conquest ; 
the Albany collection, which the legislature of New 
York has had translated and published; the reper- 
tory of Canadian documents in the library of the | 
Provincial Legislature; and also the collection of | 
documents concerning Canada brought from Paris, 
or found among the archives of the Province by M. 
l’Abbé Ferland of the Arch-diocese of Quebec. Mr. 
Bell, the translator and editor, is himself familiar 
with the subject-matter, and he has revised and 
scrutinized the original text very closely, adding 
numerous instructive notes and observations, and 
in some instances correcting faults, figures, and 
statements. The style of the author is pleasant 
and spirited. Our relations with Canada are just | 
now a subject of reflection and discussion, and the | 
appearance of an accurate and thorough history of | 
that region of country at this time is quite oppor- 
tune, for such a work has been heretofore a deside- 
ratum.

The Penal Code of the State of New York. Reported 
Complete by the Commissioners of the Code. pp. 
Ixiv., 406, clxvii. Albany: Weed, Parsons & Co. 
The State Constitution of New York, adopted in 

1846, initiated a system of codification of the statutes 

of the State which has been pursued from that time 

to the present, aided by subsequent legislation. Two 

Boards of Commissioners have co-operated in this 

work, one being known as the “ Commissioners of 

Practice and Pleadings,” the other as the “Com- 

missioners of the Code.” Tothe latter body was as- 

signed the task of preparing three codes, viz., the Po- 
litical Code, the Civil Code, and the Criminal Code. 

The latter of the two Commissions above named con- 

sists of David Dudley Field, William Curtis Noyes, 

and Alexander W. Bradford, aided by the Messrs. 

Abbott, of the New York bar, and in the present 

volume we have the result of their labors, as now 

ready to be submitted to the legislature. It scarcely 
becomes us, in a journal like the present, to discuss 
the various provisions contained in the volume, 
although they offer much matter for observation. 

The arrangement is methodical, the language gene- 

rally perspicuous, the prevailing tendency of the 

times to legal innovation is judiciously moderated, 
and the whole execution of the work indicates con- 
scientious carefulness and thoroughness.

A Treatise on the Tactical Use of the Three Arms 
Infantry, Artillery, and Cavalry. By Francis J. 
Lippitt, Ex-colonel Second Infantry; California 
Volunteers. pp. 134, New York: D. Van Nos- 
trand. 

The thought which has led the author to the pre- 
paration of this little manual is that as infantry, 
artillery, and cavalry are united in battle, no com- 
mander can thoroughly understand the use of the 
three arms combined unless he has learned the use 
of them separately. Accordingly, the writer dis- | 
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cusses in three separate chapters the tactical use 
of each of these three arms, frequently introducing 
such apt illustrations from our own recent war or 
from Continental wars as serve to impress his in- 
structions on the mind of the reader.

The title correctly describes the contents of the 
book, which it will be seen is not ephemeral, but 
historic in its character.
